According - to 
the summary, the gas tax, 
which was 24 cents per gal- 
lon as of September 2013, 
will (1) be adjusted every 
year by the percentage 
change in the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI) over the 
preceding year, but (2) not 
be adjusted below 21.5 cents 
per gallon. Advocates for the 
elimination of this require- 
ment say that it allows auto- 
matic tax hikes without leg- 
islative votes, effectively 
outsourcing the legislative 
authority to levy taxes to the 
CPI. Vote yes to eliminate 


» this law, vote no to make no 


change regarding the gas 
tax. 


Question 2 will expand 
the bottle bill, adding bottle 
deposits to all non-alcoholic 
““fion-carbonated drinks 


in 


liquid form intended for 
human consumption, i.e., 
water bottles. It will not 
extend to juice boxes or 
pouches, or dairy products, 
infant formula, for FDA 
approved medicines. The 
deposit would also be sub- 
ject to change every five 
years and pegged to the CPI, 
just like the gasoline tax 
addressed in Question 1. 

Deposits not collected, due 
to widespread municipal 
recycling programs, in 
Massachusetts will be kept 
entirely by the state. With 
the passage of the bill, those 
unclaimed deposits will go 
to create a new state Clean 
Environment Fund to sup- 
port programs such as prop- 
er management of solid 
waste, water resource pro- 
tection, parkland, urban 
forestry, air quality, and cli- 
mate protection. In 2011 
Massachusetts received 
$35.5 million in unclaimed 
bottle deposits. 

Opponents of the bill 
charge that the expansion is 
a thinly veiled tax hike and 
puts undo pressure on bever- 
age manufacturers, distribu- 
tors, and retailers. 
Supporters say water bottles 
are the beverage containers 
most often found in the 
trash, since there is no 
incentive to turn them in for 
deposits. 

Question 3 puts the con- 
trol of casinos in 
Massachusetts back into the 
hands of voters. The ques- 
tion, if passed, will prohibit 
all licenses for casinos, table 
games, slot machines, and 
betting on simulcast grey-

hound races - even those 
licenses already awarded by 
the Massachusetts Gaming 
Commission - effectively 
turning back the clock on 
the casino initiative and 
making those types of gam- 
bling illegal. The citizen ini- 
tiative poses a challenge to 
communities, such as 
Springfield and Plainville, 
that voted to accept casino 
proposals and counts on rev- 
enue from those enterprises 
already under construction. 

Finally, Question 4 would 
require employers in MA to 
allow employees to earn and 
use up to 40 hours of sick 
time annually. The provision 
would apply to both public 
and private companies, and 
also indicates the accrual 
rate for the sick days, carry 
over form year to year, pro- 
hibits employer retaliation. 
Employer benefits more 
generous would not be 
required to lower their stan- 
dards under this law, but it 
would provide a basis for all 
Massachusetts workers to 
earn sick time.

Deja-vu at Baby Beach |

You could call Baby Beach 
the Ugly Duckling of Silver 
Lake. 


The small beach at Silver 
Lake is by some considered 
the nicest beach on the lake. 
It has a gentle slope, offer- 
ing a safer, more forgiving 
beach for little ones. 

But for the Town of 
Wilmington, it has never 
been a “day at the beach.” 
And for people living nearby 
on Grove Avenue or Cottage 
Street, as nice as the beach 
was, there were problems 
with some people who would 
go there. 

Baby Beach was open to 


the public last year, as it had 


for many years. But there 
were problems with alcohol, 
cigarettes and parking. So 
this year, Baby Beach is off- 
limits. 

There are two Reacts on 
Grove Avenue. Baby Beach 
is the first, only about 50 
yards from Main Street. The 
other is known as “Town 
Beach,” a quarter-mile from 
Main Street. Its frontage on 
the lake is about four times 
that of Baby Beach, 

Silver Lake is not large, in 
comparison to other lakes in 
eastern New England. It is a 
kettle hole of about 28 acres, 
formed by glacial activity 
about 10,000 or 12,000 years 
ago. As the glaciers melted, 
water ran off and created a 
lake atop the glacier. In that 
lake, some large ice floes 
floated. Eventually the ice 
floes met the bottom of the 
lake. As the melting contin- 
ued, sand continued to build 
up on the lake bottom, 
around the ice floes. Finally, 
once the ice floe had melted, 
there was a lake. 

Prior to the Civil War, it 
was known as Sandy Pond. 
The name was _ probably 
changed by real estate 
developers, or maybe by the 
ice companies. The Union 
Ice Company bought proper- 
ty around the lake in the 
early 1870s and built a large 
ice house where the town 
beach is now. For more than 
a half-century, the ice busi- 
ness provided work -for 
Wilmington farmers and 
tradesmen in the winter. 
Walter Hale built an ice 
house on the Main Street 
side of the lake. 

In the early 1900s, a street- 
car line was extended to 
Silver Lake from 
Charlestown. Silver Lake 
developed into a summer 
resort. There were several 
commercial establishments 
built, especially along Grove 
Avenue, catering to the sum- 
mer clientele. Silver Lake 
had its own railroad station, 
and the ice company had a 
railroad siding where cars 
would be loaded with ice. 

In 1950, the Board of 
Selectmen granted a license 
to Walter Sturtevant of 9 
Grove Ave. to for a boat liv- 
ery. He subsequently sold 
this business to Tom 
McQuaid, who then rented

rowboats and had a small 
store nearby. Tom ran the 
beach on an informal basis, 
but he was always in charge. 
If you wanted to use his 
beach, it was on his terms. 

McQuaid’s rowboats were 
popular with fishermen and 
swimmers. My father, Capt. 
Larz Neilson, would rent a 
boat for an evening of fish- 
ing. We’d row across the 
lake, and once we reached 
Melzar’s on the opposite 
shore, we’d bail out the boat. 
Harold Melzar needed more 
water on his side of the lake, 
he’d say. Mr. Melzar, who 
lived on Lake Street, was on 
the Board of Water 
Commissioners. 

Former Supt. of Schools 
Bill Fay tells how he, in his 
youth, would go _ to 
McQuaid’s late at night and 
untie the lines on the row- 
boats. Then he’d go back in 
the morning and McQuaid 
would pay him to retrieve 
the boats. 

In 1963, McQuaid sold the 
beach and boat rental busi- 
ness to Angelo Sorrentino of 
Lowell. In the spring of 1964, 
Sorrentino approached the 
selectmen for the boat livery 
license. The board refused to 
grant it. 

The matter began to feat 
up. In July 1964, Town 
Counsel Philip Buzzell 
issued an opinion that the 
new owner did not acquire 
any legal right to continue 
renting boats. Sorrentino, 
however, apparently did not 
stop doing so. 

Neighbors were complain- 
ing about problems in the 
area. They did not seek to 
have Sorrentino stop renting 
boats. But they complained 
about the parking, and 
about people trespassing in 
and even picnicking in their 
yards. Sorentino began an 
effort to control the area. 

The following year, though, 
he approached the town for 
a permit to put on a show. 
But the selectmen refused to 
issue a permit. It was a mat- 
ter of zoning. Selectman 
Rene LaRivee told

Town Manager Richard Henneberger ordered boulders 


placed along Grove Avenue to block parking at Baby 
Beach. Two hours after this picture was taken, one of 


them had been moved. 


Sorrentino that he had no 
problem with the way the 
beach was being run. But it 
was in a Neighborhood 
Business zone. LaRivee told 
Sorrentino to: go the Board 
of Appeals. 

Sorrentino did that, and he 
lost. So he sued the town, 
and in June 1966, a decision 
was rendered. The town won 
the case. Sorrentino’s beach 
was a commercial opera- 


tion, not allowed in a 
Neighborhood Business 
zone. 


Newly-elected selectman 
Jim Miceli offered the 
thought that maybe the town 
had lost something by win- 
ning, as now the town would 
have to enforce the ruling. 

Charlie Black, the sage 
old-timer on the board, 
observed that Sorrentino 
could invite his friends over 
to use the beach, as long as 
he didn’t charge anything. 

A couple of weeks later, 
McQuaid, along with Alma 
Williams, were before the 
Board of Selectmen, com- 
plaining about the litter and 
rowdiness at Baby Beach. 
Before the ruling,

Sorrentino had done-a good 
job of keeping the beach 
clean, they said. But without 
Sorrentino, it was a mess. , 

The selectmen ordered the 
town manager to take attion 
to close off the beaclt.*Phere 
would be no parking aleng 
that section of *jGrbve 
Avenue. Town Manager Dick 
Henneberger had’ several 
large boulders placed across 
the entrance to the beach.

Did you know the Internal Revenue Service has a Taxpayer 
Bill of Rights? There are ten common-sense principals that 
are intended to protect taxpayers and guide the agency’s 
mission in serving the American public. 

A worthy ideal, but nowhere in the document are comput- 
er crashes or lost emails mentioned as excuses for failing to 
comply with the tax code. Apparently, the IRS reserves such 
defenses for itself, particularly when attempting to explain 
alleged politically motivated targeting of conservative 
groups seeking tax-exempt status. 

Main Street business owners, too frequently trapped in the 
IRS crosshairs, have little faith in receiving fair treatment 
from the federal tax collector. And now the scandal unfold- 
ing around former high-ranking IRS officials serves to fur- 
ther weaken their confidence. Their refusal to aid Congress 
in its investigation of partisan chicanery, although well 
within their rights to avoid self-incrimination, sends a chill- 
ing message of big-government arrogance and abuse to law- 
abiding taxpayers everywhere. 

Perhaps this Administration should review the official IRS 
mission statement: “Provide America’s taxpayers top-quali- 
ty service by helping them understand and meet their tax 
responsibilities and enforce the law with integrity and fair- 
ness to all.” It is a high standard to meet, but one that, if 
observed by the President, could repair much of the damage 
his anti-business policies have inflicted on the nation’s free 
enterprise system. 

Hardly a day passes without another presidential twist of 
our laws, many of which saddle the small-business sector 
with higher taxes, more regulations and red tape. According

New Superintendent contract breakdown 
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School Committee member MJ 
Byrnes explained to the Town Crier 
that when the hiring committee con- 
sidered salaries, the guidance from the 
Massachusetts Association of School 
Committees (MASC) search consultant 
was to set the salary between $160- 
$170K to attract strong candidates and 
remain competitive with the thirty 
other districts in the state also in 
search. 

“Within any contract negotiations, 
there is always some bartering when it 
comes to salary. Superintendent DeLai 
brings with her many strong skills and 
experience that Wilmington Public 
Schools will certainly benefit from,” 
said Byrnes. “I feel her salary. reflects 
this, as well as, the time and energy 
she will be investing in our district to 
make this 'change of command' as 
smooth of a transition as possible for 
students, parents, and staff alike.” 

As Superintendent, Ms. DeLai will 
“faithfully, diligently, and competent- 
ly” perform the duties and responsibil- 
ities of Superintendent as provided by 
law, herein and as outlined by the 
Committee and shall serve as the 
Executive Officer of the school system. 
She may do work outside the district, 
including teaching, for additional com- 
pensation, but she must inform the 
committee in advance. An innovative 
addition to the contract also has the 


- and 


committee paying for professional 
development and mentoring services 
during DeLai’s first three years. 

“This will not only strengthen Ms. 
DeLai's -leadership skills as a 
Superintendent, but would also keep 
Wilmington progressing towards the 
high goals and continuing achieve- 
ments that we've come to expect of our 
staff and students,” said Byrnes. 

Benefits include four weeks paid 
vacation with 10 days that can be car- 
ried over per year. She is entitled to a 
20 sick days per year due to personal 
illness or injury and can use up to 10 
days of accrued sick leave per year to 
care for a sick family member. 

By limited the number of days the 
superintendent can roll over, the com- 
mittee simultaneously prevents possi- 
ble large and unexpected pay outs at a 
time where public education consis- 
tently has to adjust for unfunded/unex- 
pected mandates, but also recognizes 
supports the need for a 
Superintendent to take time away from 
their duties for themselves, explained 
Byrnes.” 

For personal leave, she is entitled to 3 
days of personal leave each contract 
year and 5 days bereavement leave for 
immediate family members. Personal 
leave does not accrue from year to 
year. 

Ms. DeLai is entitled to reimburse- 
ment for necessary business expendi-

tures as well as an annual travel 
allowance of $5,000 for in-district frav- 
el. She is also eligible to participate in 
a tax sheltered annuity “to the same 
extent that it is offered to other profes- 
sional employees within “the 
Wilmington Public Schools” however 
the district does not contribute toward 
any employee tax-sheltered annuities. 

Committee members are pleased 
DeLai is on board. 

“The committee feels excited about 
Mary coming aboard,” said Committee 
Chair Peggy Kane. “She is putting 
together an Entry Plan which she‘will 
share with us within a few weeks. “She 
already began giving us a Weekly 
Planner, which includes priorities for 
the upcoming week and activities that 
will meet the priorities. We ‘are 
impressed that she is making an effort 
to meet everybody in their work ‘envi- 
ronment, so she gets to know both the 
place and the people. We are looking 
forward to a collaborative and suc¢ess- 
ful year in Wilmington.”

Meeting only approved the 
plan because Abbott offered 
the most money and gave the 
town the best chance to 
recoup what it had lost when 
it purchased the land. 

Back in 2007, the town had 
the option to purchase the 
Wright-Locke Farm due to a 
tax loophole by where the 
owners of the property could 
defer taxes because the land 
was considered agricultural. 
In exchange, the town 
received the right to purchase 
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the land if it so choose. The 
town did purchase the land 
and stopped an undesirable 
260-unit rental project from 
Avalon Bay. 

Although the town may not 
have buyers remorse, it’s now 
stuck with 12.5 acres of land. 
After the Abbott deal fell 
through, the town received 
some money as a penalty 
from the developers. That, 
plus the town’s Aaa bond rat- 
ing and low interest pay- 
ments, means the town. has 
not been paying through the 
nose to hold onto the property. 
However, that is soon to 
change. 

In order to first purchase 
the land back in 2007, the town 
had to adopt an override (like 
it did for the high school proj- 
ect last. December). In 2017, 
residents will have to start 
paying for the override they 
passed - approximately $146 
per year for the average 
homeowner added on to their 
tax bill. Coupled with the high 
school override, residents of 
Winchester are looking at a 
near $900 increase, for the 
average home, to their taxes 
in a few short years. 

Since the town can’t do 
anything about the high 
school cost, the only option it 
has if it wants to lower its tax 
bill is to sell the 12.5 acres. 
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Three strikes, you’re out? 


Like a jilted lover, the town 
eventually put itself back on 
the market after the Abbott 
deal collapsed. Three years 
after the town accepted 
Abbott’s proposal, it heard 
from three new suitors, err, 
developers - CMC Partners, 
Duffy Properties and 
Northland Residential. 

All three proposed the 
same basic plan as Abbott, 


. just with. less money. They 


offered between $5M and $9M, 
a far cry from the $11M 
Abbott proposed. Basically, 
Abbott pulled out an engage- 
ment ring that cost three 


“years salary and everyone 


else could only offer some- 
thing from a local drugstore. 

What this new RFP brings 
in remains to be seen. But 
expecting another Abbott deal 
could be a set up for disap- 
pointment. Although the mar- 
ket has rebounded over the 
past three years, it’s highly 
unlikely anyone would or 
could offer up $11M. 

With that said, are resi- 
dents willing to part with the 
open space at Wright-Locke 
Farm for less than they paid 


_for it? If so, how much less? 


The Board of Selectman in 
2011 were not willing to hand 
over the land, at least not for 
$5M or $9M (and not to build 
out the disliked Abbott plan). 
But 2011 was a long way from 
2017 (when payments have to 
be made). With the clock tick- 
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ing, will Town Meeting, if 
given the chance, accept a 
plan to bring in any kind of 
money to help defray the cost? 

If not, does the town try a 
fourth RFP in 2017 (or later)? 
You can only try to sell some- 
thing so many times before 
people lose interest. Hither 
buyers will think the product 
is defective or the sellers are 
difficult to work with. 

If the town can’t move the 
product that won’t bother 
members of the Wright-Locke 
Farm Conservancy. In the 
past they’ve asked the select- 
men to hold onto the land. 
Just recently they offered to 
buy the land directly from the 


town. Unfortunately, as it’s. 


not entirely clear how legal 
that would be (Mass. laws 
seem to indicate that a town 
can’t sell something the size 
of the farmland without offer- 


ing it up to all), the conser-. 


vancy said it would put in a 
bid once the RFP went out to 
the public. (Specifically, MGL 
Ch. 30B, Sec. 16 states that 
land worth more than $25,000 
must be advertised for sale 
and put on the state register 
for more than a month. Then 
the bids must be opened pub- 
licly. ) 

The problem is that the 
conservancy only really wants 
the land directly north of the 
farm. They’d take it all, obvi- 
ously, assuming they could 
produce a bid that Town 
Meeting found acceptable. In 
a perfect world, the conser- 
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12.5 acres 


vancy would offer the town 
$2.5M for the 2.5 acres: just 
north of the farmland and'thée 
rest would:remain as is. .- < 

Sadly, the world is not per- 
fect. The conservancy will 
most likely team with a devel- 
oper to purchase all 12.5 acres 
(suggestions arose to split the 
RFP in two - one for the area 
north of the farm and one for 
the rest - but that idea was 
shot down). In fact, the con- 
servancy isn’t wasting any 
time. 

They had the land 
appraised by Cushman & 
Wakefield, commercial real 
estate brokers, for $5.1M 
based on the original Abbott 
plan (the town has the land 
appraised, as well, but would- 
n’t say for how much). Is that 
enough? If the conservancy 
and a partner offer up $5M for 
the 12.5 acres, would Town 
Meeting bite? How about $6M’? 
$7M? 

Vice-chair for the conser- 
vancy Sally Quinn said they 


have money and would be get- 
ting more, 
“We’re deadly serious 


about buying the land,” she 
offered. 


How much is enough 


The town is not obligated 
to accept any bids. Nor is it 
obligated to accept the high- 
est bid. Basically, it can go in 
any direction it chooses. 
During - the original sale, 
before the town even chose 
Abbott Development LLC, 
Town Meeting approved an 
article that said the town 
must get no less than $7M for 
the land. That’s still in effect, 
according to Town Manager 
Richard Howard, but Town 
Meeting could approve a 
motion to accept a lesser bid. 

For instance, if the conser- 
vancy offered $5M for the 
land, and the town approved 
of the plan, Town Meeting 
could conceivably pass a 
motion allowing it to accept a

There 
are not many surprises but the adventure is worth it.

Three kids go on a wild 
adventure .and make an 
extra-terrestrial friend in 
this updated take on films 
“like. “ET.” and .. “The 
Goonies.” It being 2014, that 
means that the found 
footage genre, pioneered in 
“The Blair Witch Project” 
and featured in adult 
thrillers like “Paranormal 
Activity” and “Cloverfield,” 
has permeated family film 
as well. 

An entire community is 
being shut down for a high- 
way construction project 
and all of the families who 
live there have to leave. 
Three close friends, confi- 
dent, talkative Tuck, shy 
techie Munch, and sensitive 
Alex have received mysteri- 
ous messages on_ their 
phones and they want to 
find out where it is coming 
from and what it means. 

Some guys from the con- 
struction project have come 
to the door offering to 
exchange new phone vouch- 
ers in exchange for the 
phones they say they have 
damaged with their drilling. 
But the boys realize that 
their phones are not broken. 
They are being contacted by 
someone or something who 
wants them to find 
him/her/it. 

The trio is able to get 


away for one last night 
because their parents are 
too distracted by the move 
to notice what they are 
doing.

plan for $5M before voting to 
accept the plan.

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Where does cholesterol come from? 


Understanding cholesterol and your body 


Cholesterol is in many 
ways considered a dirty word. 
While cholesterol is too com- 
plex to categorize so easily, 
the widely known complica- 
tions of high cholesterol make 
it easy to generalize choles- 
terol as something detrimen- 
tal to human health. 


But there's more to choles- 
terol than meets the eye, and 
understanding this waxy sub- 
stance can help men and 
women get a better idea of 
their overall health and what 
they need to do to be even 
healthier. 


Where does cholesterol 
come from? 


Cholesterol is produced by 
the body, but also comes from 
the food you eat. The human 
body makes all the cholesterol 
it needs and circulates that 
cholesterol through the blood. 
But foods, including meat, 
certain dairy products and 
poultry, also contain choles- 
terol, and the liver actually 
produces more cholesterol if 
you eat a diet that's high in 
saturated and trans fats. 


Why is cholesterol poten- 
tially dangerous? 


According to the National 
Heart,. Lung .and_ Blood 
Institute, high blood choles- 
terol is a major risk factor for 
heart disease. If your body 
has too much cholesterol in its 
blood, that excess cholesterol 
can form plaque in the walls 
of your arteries, gradually 
causing a hardening and nar- 
rowing of the arteries. Narrow 
arteries slow blood flow to the 
heart, which needs both the 
blood and the oxygen that 
blood carries in order to func- 
tion. at full strength. If plaque 
buildup in the arterial walls 
slows or blocks off that blood 
flow, a heart attack may 
result. 


Bad vs. Good? 


Many people are now 
aware that cholesterol is wide- 
ly categorized as "bad" or 
"good," but many of those 
same people may not know 
why that distinction is so 
important. Cholesterol does 
not dissolve in the blood, so it

The term colorblindness is 
misleading. Many people who 
are colorblind are actually 
color deficient, which means 
they have difficulty distin- 
guishing certain. hues. 

Strongly colorblind people 
may only be able to distin- 
guish about 20 different 
shades of colors, while those 
with healthy color vision can 
differentiate more than 100 
hues, Men are more likely to 
experience _ colorblindness 
than women, but the gene for 
colorblindness is passed by 
the ».4 chromosome. 
Colorblindness is often of the 
red-green variety, but blue- 
yellow colorblindness also is 
possible. 

General doctors or 
optometrists and opthalmolo- 
gists use a simple test to 
determine colorblindness. The 
test asks patients to distin- 
guish a letter or number 
against a colored background. 
There is no cure for color- 
blindness, though wearing col- 
ored contacts may sharpen a 
person's ability to distinguish 
color hues. 


must be transported through 
the bloodstream by carriers 
known as lipoproteins. There 
are two types of lipoproteins 
that perform this function: 
low-density lipoproteins, or 
LDL, and high-density 
lipoproteins, or HDL. LDL is 
what's commonly referred to 
as,"bad" cholesterol because 
it contributes to the buildup of 
plaque, the thick and hard 
deposits that can line the arte- 
rial walls and impede blood 
flow. HDL is the "good" cho- 
lesterol, as it helps remove 
LDL from the arteries. 
According to the American 
Heart Association, experts 
believe HDL gathers LDL 


before carrying it away from: 


the arteries and back to the 
liver, where it i§ ultimately 
broken and down and passed 
from the body. Healthy levels 
of HDL can protect against 
heart disease and_ stroke, 
while low levels ofHDL are 
considered a major risk for 
heart disease. 


What affects cholesterol 
levels? 


Cholesterol levels are 
affected by lifestyle choices 
you can control and additional 
factors you cannot. 


* Diet: Diet is entirely with- 
in your control, so bad choles- 
terol levels that increase 
because of your diet are 
entirely preventable. A diet 
that's high in saturated fat is 
unhealthy, and the AHA rec- 
ommends a diet that empha- 
sizes fruits, vegetables, whole 
grains, low-fat dairy products, 
poultry, fish, and nuts. Avoid 
red meat as much as possible 
and steer clear of sugary 
foods and beverages. 


* Weight: Weight is another 
controllable risk factor for 
high cholesterol. Being over- 
weight is.a risk factor for a 
host of ailments, including 
high cholesterol and heart dis- 
ease. Losing weight can lower 
LDL while increasing HDL, 
providing the best of both 
worlds. 


* Exercise: Regular physi- 
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ATM on site . 


cal activity can lower LDL 
and raise HDL levels. The 
AHA notes that 40 minutes of 
aerobic exercise performed at 
moderate to vigorous intensity 
three to four times per week is 
enough to lower LDL and high 
blood pressure. Inactivity, on 
the other hand, is a major risk 
factor for heart disease. 


* Age: Cholesterol levels 
rise as men and women age, 
which only highlights. the 
emphasis men and women 
must place on healthy lifestyle 
choices as they get older. You 
won't be able to cease aging, 
but you can still make healthy 
lifestyle choices to combat the 
impact that aging has on your 
cholesterol levels. 


* Gender: Gender is anoth- 
er uncontrollable factor that 
affects cholesterol levels. 
Before reaching the age of 
menopause, women have 
lower total cholesterol levels 
than men of the same age. But 
after they reach the age of 
menopause, women's LDL lev- 
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* Heredity: High blood ¢ho- 
lesterol can run in families, so 
your genes might just be influ- 
encing how much cholesterol 
your body is making. s+ 
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How great is my risk. of 
heart disease or heart attack? 


The more risk factors, 
including high LDLlevels. and 
factors listed above, you have, 
the greater your risk of deyel- 
oping heart disease or having 
a heart attack. Those ;,who 
already have heart disease 
are at greater risk for heart 
attack, and people with dia- 
betes also have a more signifi- 
cant risk of developing heart 
disease. a!
